This. despite the 
fact that when on the street she dressed 
well, and in hve | ways gave evidence of at- 
fluence. 

“The pia is simple,”’ said a friend, 
“the Fitggeralds found that there was a leak 
in their house. One servant after another was 
discharged. Finally they gave up hope of 
hiring any one that would not fall under 
the influence of the secret service. Then 
Mrs. Fitzgerald began doing all of her work.“ 

Attorney Litsinger will base his claim for 
acquittal on several! points.
